Relient  K  is  an  American  rock  band  formed  in  1 998  in  Canton,  Ohio  by  Matt  Thiessen, 
Brian  Pittman,  and  Matt  Hoopes  during  the  band's  junior  year  in  high  school  and  their 
time  at  Malone  University.  The  band  is  named  after  guitarist  Hoopes'  automobile,  a 
Plymouth  Reliant  K  car. 

The  group  is  associated  with  the  Contemporary  Christian  Music  culture,  most  notably 
the  Christian  rock  and  Christian  punk  scene.  Despite  being  a  Christian  band  the  group 
has  performed  alongside  secular  artists.  The  band  has  reached  critical  success  with 
mainstream  pop  punk  and  alternative  rock.

Participation  in  out-of-class  activities  is  considered 
a  significant  element  of  the  student  experience  at 
WPI.  Student  organizations  provide  the  campus 
community  with  activities,  programs,  and  resources 
that  enhance  the  quality  of  student  life.  WPI 
encourages  and  promotes  participation  in  these 
organizations  as  a  way  for  students  to  develop  life 
skills  for  achieving  their  goals.  WPI  has  seen  student 
groups  come  and  go,  but  many  have  withstood  the 
test  of  time.  Since  the  late  1800s,  a  student 
organization  has  produced  The  Pedd!er\w  the 
graduating  class.  Glee  club,  WPI's  oldest  club,  has 
been  producing  amazing  performances  for  decades. 


In  the  1940s  and  '50s,  groups  known  as 
drinking  societies  emerged  on  this  campus. 
Popular  societies  were  the  IHEE  and  the 
GENTS.  IHEE,  founded  in  1 949,  stood  for  "I 
Hate  Electrical  Engineering."  Members 
wore  straw  hats,  white  shirts,  and  vests, 
and  frequently  visited  the  White  Eagle.  The 
mechanical  engineers,  known  as  the 
GENTS  or  "Gentleman  Engineering  Non 
Temperance  Society,"  originated  in  1953. 
They  wore  hats  and  short,  wide  red  ties. 
These  provided  opportunities  for  members 
to  get  together  and  socialize.  In  the  1 960s, 
when  the  drinking  age  was  lowered  to  18 
and  the  privileged  nature  of  drinking 
removed,  the  societies  dropped  out  of 
favor.

The  Student  Government  Association  (SGA)  exists  to  represent  the  voice  of  the  student  body.  The  six  standing  committees  are  designed  so  that 
each  aspect  of  student  life  at  WPI  is  represented;  academic,  social,  and  fiscal.  The  responsibility  of  properly  allocating  the  entire  student  social 
fee  is  given  to  the  members  of  the  financial  committees  on  SGA.  The  Committee  on  Academic  Issues  is  tasked  with  interacting  with  the  faculty 
and  ensuring  that  WPI's  world  class  education  remains  at  the  forefront  of  innovation  and  creativity.  The  Committee  on  Student  Life  Issues  serves 
as  the  primary  liaison  between  the  students  and  the  administration  when  it  comes  to  improving  the  quality  of  life  at  the  Institution.  The  Committee 
on  Public  Relations  is  the  face  of  the  organization;  they  put  on  most  of  our  campus-wide  events  including  Pep  Rally  and  the  Spring  BBQ.  And 
finally,  the  executive  board  ensures  that  the  day-to-day  operations  of  the  organization  are  performed  and  that  the  student  body  is  well  represented 
to  the  WPI  Board  of  Trustees.

The  WPI  Social  Committee,  or  SocComm,  exists  to  bring 
fun  things  to  campus  so  that  students  can  participate  in 
social  activities  and  relax  while  not  studying.  Since 
1968  SocComm  has  brought  music,  movies,  arts,  and 
all-around  general  fun  stuff  to  the  WPI  campus  for  the 
benefit  of  students  while  striving  to  include  all  parts  of 
the  campus  in  events  and  make  WPI  a  generally  more 
fun  place  to  be.  Some  of  our  events  include  Quadfest, 
Winter  Carnival,  campus  wide  music/comedy  shows  in 
B  and  D  term,  NSO  Freshmen  welcome  party,  and  more. 
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The  Skull  has  been  an  important  part  of  the  WPI  community  since  its  founding  in  1 9 1 1 .  The  group  generally  consists  of  between 
five  and  twenty  persons,  comprising  a  representative  cross-section  of  the  on  and  off  campus  populations.  These  people  are  "tapped" 
during  the  latter  part  of  their  junior  year  and  become  active  members  of  the  organization  at  the  beginning  of  their  senior  year.
